COURT OF INQUIRY 


First Formal Session of the 
Board to Investigate 
Army Beef. 


GENERAL NELSON A. MILES 


Bnmmary of One Hundred Letter* Re­ 
ceived by the Commanding General 
at Army Ileadqnartera Complaining 
of t he Reef— Lieutenant Colonels Van 
Horn and Minor Also Examined. 


Washington, Fob. 21. — The Miles 
court of inquiry yv-terday made a good 
start in its work. General Nelson A. 
Miles appeared as the firm witness. He 
and three other army officers summoned 
as witnesses were examined and dis­ 
posed of before tho court closed its first 
day’s session. 
General Miles’ testi­ 
mony, of coarse, was the feature of the 
day’s proceedings. Colonel Frank Mich- 
ler, his chief of staff, and a gentleman 
in citizens clothes, who took a seat and 
gravely watch**! the course of proceed­ 
ings, retiring with the general as silent­ 
ly as be had come, a* xxmi ponied the gen­ 
eral to the courtroom. 
General Mile* appeared in fatigue uni­ 
form, rather striking in contrast with 
the display of scarfs, bullion ami but­ 
tons on the full dress uniforms of the 
coart. He submitted to the questioning 
of Colonel Davis, recorder of the m ort, 
with equanimity, except for a flash of 
mingled indignation aud irony when he 
informed Un# recorder that ho wa** not 
comj>eli**<l to "report” to th*- ootntnis- 
sart general of th*- army. 
This was in 
reply to a question u> to whether *>r not 
he had rep rti*d r** the commissary de­ 
partment the fact that complaints had 
been made to him as to the quality of 
meat being issued to the troops. 
An in­ 
stant later General Miles resumed his 
cool and carefully con-uttered replies to 
the inquiries of th* coart. 
General Miles said he did not recollect 
whi ther Dr. Daly’s report was volun­ 
teered or whether he had been ordered 
to investigate and report on the moat. 
It was general talk among th*- officer- at 
Ponce, General Miles continued, that 
the refrigerator 
must have b**> u 
subjected to some chemical treatment to 
make it k'-t-p for 72 hours. 
Dr. Daly 's 
however, was th*' Aret official report. 
General Mile* then read a long summary 
of loft letters received by him at army 
headquarters, giving th*- van us terms 
in which the army neat wa.- charactcr- 
ised. 
These included "Embalmed,” 
"Decomposed,” "Injected,” "Poison­ 
ed,” "Spoiled,” and the like. 
He said 
that he should fix Sept. 21 (the date of 
Dr. Daly’* report) as about the earlier 
at which th* question of chemically 
treated meat had been brought to his 
notice so as to command hi- full atten­ 
tion. 
In addition im showed a summary of 
reports cm refrigerator beef condemned 
and thrown overboard from transports, 
O. C. Ycamails, from the Yosemite, re­ 
ported the condemnation of v *00 pouuds, 
Lietenant Colonel O'Neil of the steam­ 
ship Chester, 4,000 pounds, Colonel 
James Hamilton Lewis, 10,000 pounds. 
MIK* Partook of the Beef, 
Colonel Gillespie took a hand into the 
inquiry when General Milos finished 
desert bing the aam- ating qualities of 
tho canned and refrigerator beef.

Indianapolis, Feb. 21.-—The rote on 
the engrossment of the township reform 
bill in the house yesterday showed 52 
voting for the bill and 44 against it. 
This vote has caused the friends of the 
bill to take new courage aud they now 
express little fear that the reform bills 
will be defeated. The bill came up on 
second reading, and no amendments 
were adopted except such as were offered 
by the Republican caucus and these 
went through with a rush. The most 
important of these is one which red urea 
the number of men on the township ad­ 
visory board from five to three. 
The governor vetoed the bill author­ 
izing cities of less than 35,000 to pur­ 
chase waterworks, and also the bill regu­ 
lating the superior courts of Lake, Por­ 
ter aud Laporte counties. 
The house passed the following bills: 
One gibing to the attorney general the 
right to examine the records of all public 
offices concerning unpaid tales on con­ 
cealed property without making any 
definite charge*; providing for the print­ 
ing of 10,000 copies of the record of Indi­ 
ana soldiers In the late Spanish war; pro­ 
viding that in townships containing Cities 
of not less than 35,000, nor more than 49,- 
000 population there (.hall be two justices 
of t he peace and no more, and placing 
these two on a salary of $1,000 per year. 
The following house bills were passed 
by the senate: One re*] ti I ring fraternal 
benefit and Insurance associations to file 
an annual report with the auditor of 
stare; giving the boards of county com­ 
missioners right to condemn and appro­ 
priate private property for public pur 
pose**; compelling county auditors to post 
monthly bulletins as to how much un 
loaned money is on hand; providing for 
the creation'of a state boart! of pharmacy; 
providing for the examination and regis­ 
tration of pharmacists; providing that 
when county officers are convicted of 
felony the office shall be declared vacant; 
to prevent fraud in connation with the 
Nale of patent rights; exempting from exe­ 
cution all benefits, claim.- aud interests of 
wives, children and dependents of mem 
hers of Masonic or fraternal benefit as­ 
sociations. 
Among the bills intro*!ared in the 
house were: one providing for uniform 
bookkeeping in county offices; making 
Lincoln’s birthday a legal holiday; an 
thoriziug the payment of interest on 
county warrants at from 4 to 6 per cent 
when there is insufficient funds to pay 
the warrants. 
In the senate a bill was 
introduced increasing supreme court 
judges salaries to $7,500. 
At the night session the senate struck 
the enacting clause out 
of Senator 
Wood’s bill to require private banks to 
make an annual report to the auditor of 
state.

W ashington, Fob. 21.—Roar Adm iral 
W. S. Schley, having been granted per­ 
mission to answ er the charges recently 
m ade against him in a com m unication 
recently sent to tho senate, yesterday 
handed to tho com m ittee on naval af­ 
fairs his statem ent in w hich he dis­ 
claim s any purpose of controversy w ith 
the n ary departm ent. The adm iral says 
his orders from Sampson on M ay 19th 
were to blocklike Cienfuegos, w hich he 
proceeded to do. 
He had no knowledg 
that thens were auy insurgents about 
Cienfuegos w ho were friendly until the 
M arblehead arrived on the 24th. 
Even 
had he had this knowledge on the 23rd 
of May the surf would have prevented 
com m unication. 
On hi# arrival he sent 
Com m ander McCall* of the M arblehead 
ashoro to establish relations w ith the in 
Burgouts, the result of w hich was made 
known to him at 8:40 of M ay 24. 
Then 
for the first tim e he learned definitely 
that the Spanish fleet w as not at Cieri 
fuegos. 
W ithin two hours he started 
for Santiago. 
“ W hat ixis-ible ground of criticism , 
he sn vs, “ adverse to me, there can be in 
all this I do not see. 
I w as on the spot 
acting n u d er orders w hich gave me en 
tire discretion, and yet clothed me w ith 
the responsibility of going to Santiago, 
only after I was satisfied th at tho fleet 
was not at Cienfuegos.” 
He quotes from the dispatch from 
Sampson of M ay 20, in w hich tho latter 
says Schley should “ hold his fleet off 
Cienfuegos. 
Ii the Spanish ships have 
put into Santiago, they 
m ust conic 
either to H avana or to Cienfuegos to de­ 
liver the m unitions of w ar which they 
are said to bring for n m in Culm. 
I ani, 
therefore, of the opinion th at the bi st 
chance to capture these ships w ill Im* to 
hold the tw o {Mints, Cienfuegos aud Ha­ 
vana, w ith all the force we can muster. 
It later it should develop th at these ves­ 
sels art* a t Santiago we can then as­ 
semble <?T that point the ships beat snit<*1 
for the purpose, and oomph rely blockade 
it. 
U ntil we, then, receive m on posi­ 
tive inform ation we shall continue re 
hold H avana aud Cienfuegos.” 
Adm iral Schley adds: 
“ This letter is 
not printed, either iii the appendix <«r 
executive docum* nt C, but I i. et in I it 
on tin* 28d, aud it shows that I was ex­ 
pected to hold my squadron off Cheatee- 
8^* 
Speaking of “ The retrograde move­ 
m ents 
winch the secretary, adapting 
the language of Admiral Sampson, char. 
acterizes as “ reprehensible conduct 
Adm iral Schley says that in 12 years 
service “ never was* such kin ga ige u> <! j 
to chara •:* rim conduct of m ine, and J I 
sec no reason for it now .” 
Adm iral .Schley speaks of the difficulty 
of doing anything w ith the insurgent: 
aud refers to the m anner in w hich Lien 
tenant Blue took three days to «ecun 
inform ation. 
As to the battle of Santiago, Admi rid 
Schley says tho facts of th at contest 
speak for themselves. 
He quot**' from 
his official rf‘port to Sampson, in white 
he congratulated the com m ander of tin 
squadron aud said the “ victory seems 
big enough for all of u s.” 
He asks the com m ittee to contrast his 
reports and those of Sampson containing 
references to him self, and contune *: 
“ As to all this criticism of my com - 
prior to the discovery by me on M ay Sly 
of Oervera’s fleet, w hether from Admi­ 
ral Sampson or the departm ent, nom* of 
it has ever been made by either to me, 
and I never heard a word of it from any 
om until afte r the battle w ith th at fleet, 
although more than five w eeks had 
passed since the alleged ‘reprehensible 
conduct’ had occurred. 
A lthough Ad­ 
m iral Sampson used this language ti 
the secretary concerning me on July IO 
(just oui' week after the battle) he h a 
never, to this day, in auy m anner 
to any extent, intim ated to me any dis 
approbation or m ade to me auy criticism 
of my conduct of the flying squadron 
Admiral Schley then subm itted a long 
detailed statem ent of facts at the request 
of Chairm an Hale.
